nexation in this province)" Nine men 
out of every ten thus addressed, if they 
.spoke the truth, have answered, "Scarcely 
any. The large majority of the people 
are not satisfied with Canadian rule. They 
fuel that they have been treated badly; 
but however disaffected they may be te 
wards the Dominion they would not con- 
sent to sever the connection with Great 
liritaiu. A few vapid, self seeking, noisy 
politicians have tried to create an im 
pression that the country is ripe for seces- 
(tion; but they are fewand iiniiilluential,aml 
are but as linnets' feathers in the scale of 
public opinion." This answer, so faras 
it applied to the influence of the briiwlini; 
section of the communit) in the province 
at large, was undoubtedly correct; but so 
far as their voices were heard abroad n 
must be admitted the impicssion very 
generally prevailed that the country was 
on the verge of rebellion. Deceived by 
the declamation of this worthless class ol 
persona it was only natural that the 
Americans had come to regard Hrilisli 
Columbia as ready to drop into their 
hands like an over - ripe pear.

The large party of journalists 
who visited Victoria last week, came 
thoroughly impressed with the ideas that 
the son of the ex-minister had prom ill 
jilted ill Chicago. In the shops, on the 
-sidewalks, in the hotels, they everywhere 
sought information as to the drift of 
popular sentiment on the question of an- 
nexation. There is reason to believe that 
on their return to the steamer North 
Pacific they all felt that the im- 
pressions they had entered the province 
with were erroneous.

If 
this is correct it means that no dividend 
w ill be paid on preferred stock for years, it 
w ill be uphill work to earn fixed charges 
with such a weight of flouting debt, 
especially as the Cascade division must In- 
built.

AND "WHAT CAME OP IT. 

Annotation Repudiated and Loyal 
Men Libelled. 

Chicago', Sept. If).— "the Tribune's Vic- 
toria (15. C.) special, September lKtll.says: 
It was at the must western part, of their 
journey that the newspaper section of the 
Villard party had their most peculiar ex- 
periences. Upon arriving at Victoria, the 
principal resident members of the pro- 
vincial government of British Columbia 
were invited to meet them at lunch ull 
board the steamer North I'acitic, w hich 
Mr. Villard had furnished for their jour- 
ney. Among those present were the 
prime minister, Hon. William Smith, i, 
Hon. John A. Kobson, provincial secre- 
tary and minister of finance, Mr. Kedfern, 
the mayor ol \ letoria, the American con- 
sul and Mr. Higgins, the editor of The 
t'vltmist of Victoria In replying to the 
toast "The Queen," the prime minister 
made a speech which was evidently an 
expression of the views on which lie had 
long pondered, and which no doubt re- 
presented the opinions of a large pari of 
Ins constituents. The annexation of 
British Columbia, or any part of it, to the 
United States, lie declared in be impossi- 
ble, hut saitl the future would certainly 
bring to puss the annexation of that part 
of l he Pacitic coaHt section ol the United 
Stiites in British Columbia. It was in 
that province, with its vast deposits of 
coal, with its exhaustless timber, with its 
unparalleled harbors, with its illimitable 
wheat fields behind it, and with the new 
type it was breeding of uien^iud women of 
unapproachable physique, (hat the star of 
empire was to reach its filial /.eiiith.

J. J. Russell, appellant c.s. The Corpor- 
ation of the City of Victora, respondents. 

This was an appeal, by way of case 
stated under the provisions of the Statute 
'JO and 21, Vict ch. -Hi, from the decision 
of the police magistrate for the city of 
Victoria, lining the appellant the sum 
of §50 for infringement uf the "Hack by- 
law, 188.V 

The. bylaw in (piestion prohibits (unless 
by resolution to the contrary of the couii- 
cil)cabs, express wagons, and vehicles other 
than drays, from standing and [dying for 
hire in parts of thecity other than, as tothe 
cabs.Langley street and Bastion street and 
square, and as to express wagons, Broad 
street. The bylaw excepts from its oper- 
ation the owners of vehicles owning 
stables, authorizing thorn to I icate their 
conveyances III front of their stables. 
Section (i, subsection 10;*), of the Muni- 
cipality Amendment Act, IS.Sn, authorizes 
the Council to make bylaws for licensing 
and regulating hacks, cabs, and other 
vehicles plying for hire, and to establish a 
scale of charges for the use thereof. 

For the appellants it was contended 

1st -That the bylaw was unreasonable 
in that it unjustly discriminated in favor 
of a portion of the carrying trade, i.e. 
drays, and uf I hose who might happen to 
own stables; and that moreover the by 
law in authorizing the mayor and council, 
by resolution tn deviate from its ptovi 
sions, tended towards favoritism, and was 
otherwise unjust. 

2nd Dial the byl iw was imfaii . as to 
the inhabitants of the localnies in winch 
the vehicles were slat lolled, obliging tlieui 
lo bear the entile inconvenience which 
had caused the removal ol (he hacks and 
express wagons from other parls oflhe 
city. 

3rd That the bylaw is n/d,i rocs the 
act authorizes the regulation and 
licensing simply nf vehicles, and does not 
authorize the dealing with either the 
owners or drivels nf llio same oi then 
places of standing.
